The other bill which Is being drawn 
up by Berger prescribes eondUions 
under which the supreme court ot 
the United States will be pormlttad 
lo pass upon constitutionally of fed¬ 
eral lawa The oonstUuUon now gives 
the supreme court certain appeUate 
jurisdictions In specified eases, but 
'*wlth such exceptions ard tnder such 
regulstlons as the congress shall 
make.** Represenut: e Berger pro¬ 
poses to make some of those regula¬ 
tions. 

He proposes: First, that ao federal 
taw shall be declared uncoastttutlonal 
unless the membership of the su¬ 
preme court is una,.lmoos la the de^ 
clslon; second, that In any con¬ 
gress may add to a law a provision 
prohibiting the strpreme court from 
questioning its constitutionality.

Direct action and anarchism 
have much in common says Robert 
Hunter in his National Socialist 
articles. Both believe in a vague 
federalism of ill-defined and hast- 
ily.grouped workers. The Revolu¬ 
tionary Unionists declare for the 
general strike, which is a form of 
the insurrections urged by the 
anarchists. The sabotage of the 
Revolutionists bears a striking re¬ 
semblance to the anarchists’ propa¬ 
ganda of the deed, even when, it 
leads to assassination.

■ o. Is Socialism materialistic? Of course, it is. It embraces the 
materiaiiam of bread sod butter, work and wages—the material¬ 
ism of life itself. 

Is Socialism atheistic? Some Socialists are atheistic, but So- 
cialiam only attempts to show the relation between man and bit 
social environment—not the relation between God and man or na¬ 
ture and man. Sodalism can be neither deictic nor atheistic. 

The atheism of early Socialista was a survival of French free- 
thought of the eighteenth centdry. Indeed, our own American 
revolutionists, in no small measure, borrowed' from the French 
freethinkers many of tite theories of rspnblicBn government now 
weaved into the warp and woof of American institutions. We can 
imagine with whst vehemence French clericals attacked Aose early 
theories. We know bow vi^rarous the Catholic church has become 
in America under the consnturion bom of those theories. 

' Some of our greatest Am-irican patriots have been without 
religion. Tbo.Tias Paine was one. Thomas Jefferson, the founder 
of the Democratic party, was ab« a freethinker. ' The late Robert 
G. Ingersoll was not only the most famous American freethinker, 
but also one of the leading li’^ta in the Republican party. It is 
unamerican to hold a man’s teli^on up ss t metsure of the truth 
or lack of truth of bis political ideas. Some of the capitalists do 
not believe in God. Mo'.c of them evidently do net believe in God. 
If they did, they might act differently. 

Socialism is not ■ religious question any more than the dig¬ 
ging of the Panama canal is a religious question. The people, 
through their government decided that they wanted a canal. They 
didn’t pray for a canal. They started to dig It. Everybody recog¬ 
nizes the fact that if you want anything in this world you’ve got 


crushing discipline of modem industry; nothing of poverty, of 
security; nothing of the bitter struggle for existence. If thoy we e 
workingmen I wonder would they still oppose Sociaiiam ao rehe- 
mently. Vhen one of them does openly manifest bis sympathy, 
as did the late Dr, McGlynn, he ia silenced. 

ARE TITB CLERGY IN POLITICS!, 

One oi the moat exasperating claims of the Catholic clergy is 
that they do not enter politics; that they are non-partisan. The re- 
Ikntlessneas of their opposition to Socialism ''proves" this. How¬ 
ever, notwithstanding the vigor of their onslaughts the church as 
yet, has not officially declared Socialism to be i matter of faith or 
morals. The pope has not condemned it ex cathedra. How could he? 

Wktt can a Catholic who understands and is sympathetic 
toward Socialism, think of these hedging tactics. The only conclu¬ 
sion one can*reach ip that tl)e officials of the church are simply func¬ 
tioning as police for the capitalists. ‘ 

If Socialism ia as fruitful of error as they say it is, why don’t 
they cond^n It officially? Every well-informed Catholic knows 
that sucl, a condemnation is the only sort that is binding. I am a 
Socialist arid a Catholic and 1 should like to know definicely where 
1 stand. 

I question the right of the Catholic hierarchy to force upon me

Tbe greater 
smrtJon of the population who were 
engaged In Induotry had na share in 
the gOTtrpmenc and often had little 
more parsohsl fr ee dom than t^c vU- 
lelaa 'on a feudal lord's sstata But 
gradually two great changae were 
made. The municipal authorities 
(often, as we said, identical with the 
I merchant guilds) gradually obtained 
I by purchase or gifts the power and 
authority of the governor appointed 
by the territorial lord or the king, ind 
I then appointed their own burgomas- 
1 ter. Mpd chose also a town council 
I (Rath) to help him. But still the yov- 
ernment of the town was entirely In 
I the hands of the wealthy merchants 
' and the “patrician*' families- Now 
I here was the opportunity of the craft 
' guilds, and by degrees they availed 
, themselves of it. They succeeded In 
I winning for their members c-nmplete 
I personal freedom and the full rights 
' of cltlsens, especially tn elections and 
I In eligibility to town oflf.cea oftAn 
driving out the arlstooratic element 
I altogether and constituting a regular 
I demotralic body, though generally 
' producing a mixed form of govern¬ 
ment. These guilds also had consid¬ 
erable military 'power. for the 
common cltlaens all received traln- 
ing for military' service under the 
banner of their special guild, and 
under the command of their own 
guild master, und were by no 
means alow to use this power m 
defense of their civic rtghta And It Is 
to the great growth of the sturdy 
biirghc class that the German towns 
In Iho middle ages owed po much of 
their power, and were enabled to de¬ 
velop Into considerable Industrial and 
commercial ceiuors.—Olbblna His¬ 
tory of Commerce In Europe.

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ABOUT THE GUILDS. 

The medieval kulld was very much 
tbe name kind of thing which we now 
oall a club, the vary aarllest guilds 
being formed prigtnally for more or 
Isas rsBgldB f Tt fi p oaea. Thera were 
four kiids of them tn England, and 
for that matter In other countries 
also: namely, rcHgtatts guilds; frith 
gull^ formed for mutual protection 
of the members in legal offers or In 
cases of violence and fraud: merchant 
guilds which generally had the mo¬ 
nopoly of the trade In some oommod- 
Uy In and out of a particular town: 
and. lastly, eiaft guilds or omooIs- 
tlona or artisans or handicraftsmen 
in any particular Industry. Only the 
merchant and craft guilds n«*ed con¬ 
cern as here. Tlie merchanu of a 
town used to combine together In 
theae aseoclatlons for mutual imfety 
In their trade and formed a combina¬ 
tion of capitalists sngaged In trafitc 
with home made and foreign wares, 
who helped each other in all busin'>ss 
matters and relieved members if any 
fell Into dletroBS. These merchant 
guilds were of a more comprehensive 
character than those of the artisans 
and comprised the most w#>althv and 
powerful of the merchant class, grad¬ 
ually winning great political power. 
They were often practically Identical 
with the muBlcIpsl institutions of the 
town, and as such used to advance 
money in order to/buy up the firms 
burgl or fixed tax due to the king and 
thus to become their own assessors of 
taxation and'to achieve practical inde¬ 
pendence from royal Interference. In¬ 
deed much of the growth and the 
freedom of town Ilfs In tho middle 
ages was due to the spirited action of 
the guilds. 

The craft guUde also were not less 
active. The>’ tried to secure good 
handiwork on the part of their mem¬ 
bers, and to suppress the production 
of goods by Irresponsible people who 
were not members of the craft or 
*'m>'»lary.” They took care lo train 
young men as apprentices so as to 
have always a continuation of good 
workmen: and looked after their 
rnsmbera, as all guilds did. by provid¬ 
ing a common fund tn caseR of elck- 
reM and death In order to relieve the 
dletreM of a gulldsman or hi.' rela- 
tlvea Both forms of guilds had a 
very good effect upon Industry In Its 
earlier etagas, for though they dts- 
oouraged oompetitlon. and were

servant without nuthority. In such circumstances, if the worker was 
injured while obeying the orders of the owner, the owner became re¬ 
sponsible; but if a worker should direct a fellow worker to a hazard¬ 
ous task, the employer’s liability ceased. 

f The situation has changed. The owner is ne longer a worker. 
From the superintendent to the laborer the workers are fellow serv¬ 
ants. Judges will find this out ss the workers awaken snd unite. 
They cannot hope for "equal justce before the law,” but they may 
compel a recognition of the fact that there has been an industrial 
revolution which requirea a readjuatment of law and judicial decision. 

Tbe ideal of "equality before the law’’ cannot be attained or even 
approximated under a system which produces such economic inequal¬ 
ities as capitalism baa created. 

Bourke Cockran, a leader at the New Vork bar, stated on the 
fioor of congress that “you'can not pat s man with $10,000,000 in jail." 
He may have been mistaken. No man, however, who has that mnch 
money has been put in jail. Men who have bad it and lost it have been 
unable to escape, but as long as they arere in possession of their wealth 
they had no difficulty in holding "equal justice’’ at bay. 

There can be no "equality before the lav’’ as long ts there is a 
class of owners and a class of dependenta—a class of masters and a 
class of servants. The gulf may not be as wide as it was between lord 
snd serf, master snd slave, but fSe gulf remains. It can be closed, 
but it cannot be bridged.—The Milwaukee Leader.

Oov. Blease has threatened to liber¬ 
ate all the prisoners In the peniten¬ 
tiary if the hosiery mill is not abol¬ 
ished. The legislature refused to do 
away with the mill last vesir because 
of the state's contract with the north¬ 
ern manufacturers who operate the 
plant.

of getting into the p«Araslie class and 
to scheme for pronts, and "proOlg" 
means to take, to every l>uaiDese trans¬ 
action. more than you give. It means 
to get something for nothing. Labor 
produces wealth, but dotiars do noL 
They are Inanimate things Dollars 
should not be invested with legal pow¬ 
er to expand themselves and produce 
other dollars. The giving to them that 
power has created the tap-root of the 
nozloos weed that may destroy the 
country Money should he nothing 
more than a medl'im of exchange. It 
should contain no Intrinsic value. 
There la no more reason for making 
dollars from gold and silver to mess* 
ura values, than that yard sticks 
should be manufactured from those 
mstala. The no-culled great mllllon- 
^re financiers have amassed moun¬ 
tains of wealth by manipulating moo- 
♦y. 'They have added little If any real 
wealth to the w*orld T'hey are para¬ 
sites. It is not so much thetr fault 
as It Li the defectiveness of the sys- 
teiu. Our entire business system 
(called 'ndlviduailam I in based on the 
proposition of “every fellow for him¬ 
self and may the devil take the hind¬ 
most." Manufacturem must adulter¬ 
ate their goods, give ahort weights and 
crowd down wagen or be crowded out 
of buslnesn by their competitors The 
whole system appoala to the selfish. ■ 
the sordid, the cunning In man. If ; 
there are ten honestly Inclined busi¬ 
ness men or manufacturers to a com¬ 
munity. and one who In tricky and dls- 
honast. adulterates, etc., the nine hon- 
ggt men are forced to be dishonest also 
or be put ovt of business. Competi¬ 
tion is no: the life of honest trade, but 
In the death to good goeds, fair doal- 
log. and Justice tn the wage working 
claseee. Our bankiog system ts as 
weak as a rope of aand. The deposi¬ 
tor leaves his money in the bank for 
safety, but it Is not safe. A few gar¬ 
rulous old women, or the antics of a 
few W’all street stock gamblers can 
start influences which will suspend 
et^ry bank tn America and plunge a 
nation Into tloancia! ruin A gre#'. 
crlses Is Inex'ltable. 

A half century ago the total wealth 
in the United Htates was eight bllltong 
and the pr<iducing classes owned i7 
)>er cent of it. The total wealth now 
la about one hundred knd ten blUtoBS, 
Ji;Ut the producing claases own but 
about ten per cent of It. 

The money lendera the profl' tak¬ 
ing schemers, the stock watsrers. the 
t>araait6a own all of that coloaaal sum 
except to per cent of It. Over forty 
mllliong of the American people pay 
no taxes and ace practically property- 
lees. and they are the people, too. who. 
by tbeir labor, create all the wealth. 
Fifty thousand "capitalists" own more 
property than OS mllllona They got 
n through hiterest, profits, stock wa- 
terliit, monopoly and other methods 
of aoouisltloo wltboot rendering an 
equi\'iuMit therefore. ''Indlvidnellstg" 
say there are equal oppottunitiea to 
aQ. That is not true. There are S,« 
0 * 9 »fiv 0 of children being worked like 
slave# in the milU. wtorlee and 
iTilfttfr Are Ihelf opportuiUtloe equal 
ttb ihoee of the children o'l the rich? 
M nobody produced wealwi; red every¬ 
body engaged hi explofthuc men the 
natloB would aoon be diet^ed. In* 
divldnaltsm clamors for the prlvHege 
of a f#w lodlvlduala to aeqnlre private 
owfibnditp ot the entire wealth ot the 
luOlon if they can get'it by virtue of 
laws of tbeir own enacting, without 
tbemselvee producing one dollar of 
wenRb They preach the phlloaophy 
of **Uie sorvlx’al of the fltteel,** and the 
am underetood to be tne meet, 
pelfieb ahd crafty. This doetrtaii; 
promises rich rewards for egploltstiM 


and provides poverty and jails for tha 
honest workers whom the Individual¬ 
ists name "the unflttest." In every 
state in the union Indhiduallsts have 
enacted "vagrancy lawa" Under these 
atatotes, poverty Is a crime. Any man 
without visible means of support, 
though he be an honest man seeking 
employmeat. can be arrested as a 
vagranL and be put to a chain gang, 
and In many states a police olllcer 
infiict this penalty without action of 
court or Jury. The cup of the Iniquity 
of the American nation is nearly filled. 
Soon the competitive system of in- 
dlvld 'sHsm will totter to its fall. Na¬ 
ture and eternal Justice has so de¬ 
creed. No civilisation can be built per¬ 
manently on selfishoess. gre^. In¬ 
justice, slavery of the weak and heip- 
and the right of one man to rob 
his fellow man of all or part of the 
fruits of hia labor and then punish 
him os a criminal after he tufa robbed 
him. Co t.peratlon and a "squire 
deal" mua: take the place of "Indl- 
vlduallam." 

Reciprocity is the law of heaven 
and earth. We miiat have a new 
financial and induatrial syster: -the 
chief comersro'je of which la: "Every 
able-bodied adult ahall render some 
useful serv'L't to the world, by head or 
hand, and shall. Individually, receive 
for that aerv'lce the full product of hl^ 
labor, leea only what is necessary to 
maintain he commonwealth." Bpeou- 
latlon. Interest and profit must be 
abolished, for these are but respecta¬ 
ble names for acquiring property with¬ 
out rendering any equivalent therefor. 
Great problems are now confronting 
us. Our financial ayatem U fully ripa 
Poverty, squalor. Insanity and crime 
are rapidly increasing the relaGona be¬ 
tween capital and labor—befweea em¬ 
ployer and «-mpioye are becoming ter¬ 
ribly strained. Strikes and violeooe are 
common occurrences, the groat army 
of the unemployed is increasing. Be¬ 
fore very long tl ere will be millions of 
them. The situation demands the earn¬ 
est attention of every' suteamat: and 
Intellrgent citlxeo to the land and yet 
our so-called siateomen ignore these 
burning all Important problems, and 
are e ^aged tn calling each other 
grafter# and thieves, aad each party 
proposes to try to again deceive the 
honest v..>terB by bringing forward 
again the "tariff Issue" with wbkh 
they have fooled the people at every 
election for the last (uty years. It is 
said that Nero fifidled while Tloine 
burned. Our old party leaders are 
playing ss foolisl^ and as wicked a 
part as did Nero. 

If we would avoid ehaos and an¬ 
archy some forward step# mtmt be 
Immediately taken toward the eolleo- 
tlve owner^lp and operation of those 
things which should be owned ool- 
lectlrely. Let all natlooal be 

made suUional in fact. tM the gov am - 
raeat own and manage them and alt 
depoeliora be gusrantoed ag^iASt losa 
Let the American people enter upon 
a well dnAned and pi r sletent system 
of acquiring coilootlvo ownership of 
public ntlUties and txLngorate now 
mterpfiata providing wiop t o yment to 
all willing to work. This proosas to 
be eontJaoed until all prodoetlve 
property Is owned by the peopU ool- 
lecttvely. rLet the nattoa own the 
trusts." If the reptabUe Is to he saved, 
the honest masaee mast save dt. nu- 
tooracy must be dethroned, bat the 
plutocrats wiU not dethrone them* 
eelven. No master ever wtlUngiy cot 
off the back of hi# alava.

Lm. t: o > dMtada ado SocUUM, 
Spent most of their time reading and 
expounding Ifarx. They defended 
him vigorously against aU attacks and 
talked learnedly of Bcientiftc Social¬ 
ism. Men who could not have defined 
the difference between fact and theory 
would Insist that the movement be 
kept "clear"-»mei>alng free from Uto- 
pi^lsm. They harked back to the 
Beginning of 'Things and dissected the 
whole anatomy of Society from the 
innermost sanctity of its economic 
founuYtion. to Its outermost surface 
of efftet In the social structure. 

As tlm.* went on the membership 
of the party became more thorough¬ 
ly grounded in Its philosophy, the 
crudeneas wore off, and the propa¬ 
ganda became worthy the term, scien¬ 
tific. During the years from 1S90 to 
1900 more men and women in this 
country educated themselves than 
during an) quarter of a century that 
bad preceded. Tnie, tbeir curricu¬ 
lum embraced but one subject but 
that subj^t. Socialism, Is a most com- 
prehenai:# ore. 

Swift and decisive changes In the 
economic fabric of society have come
